A SERIOUS CONPLAINT 


The ranchers in’ the Medicine Hat 
district are being seriously hampered 
on account of the bull herd being 
quarantined when the animals were 
about to be distributed on the range. 
Mange is alleged to exist in the herd, 
but the attempt to stamp it out 
comes at a very inopportune time. The 
Medicine Hat News enters the follow- 
ing vigorous complaint: 

Stockmen in this district .eel pretty 
keenly the action of the authorities in 
the proceedings that are being taken 
with regard to the quarantining of the 
bull herd on account of the several 
cases of mange which are said to exist 
in the district. It seems rather unac- 
countable that althou nearly three 
months has elapsed sinée public atten- 
tion was drawn to the matter at the 
annual meeting of the Western Stock 
Association at Macleod (and the pro- 
ceedings there showed through Dr. 
McEachren’s correspondence and 
Wroughton's report that the Dominion 
authorities were in possession of these 
facts some time before the date of the 
stock meeting) that it was only at the 
end of last week that definite action 
was taken through the police authori- 
ties to deal with the matter in ‘this 
district. The Meuicine Hat herd of 
250 bulls was quarantined on Friday, 
and Monday was the date on which it 
Was the intention to have turned the 
bulle over to their owners and to have 
put them upon the range. Nobody 
but a stockman can appreciate the 
trouble and loss and inconvenience 
that this action is putting the ranchers 
in this range country to, Why this 
matter could not have been attended 
to three or four weeks ago, or in 
ample time, is the question our stock- 
men are asking of the authorities. As 
we understand it, the matter of quar- 
antining is well under way in Southern 
Alberta, while in this district it has | 
been left until such a time as it is 

’ both an annoyance and a serious in 
justice. Ranchers bere are + ever 
ready to assist the authorities in put- 
ting down disease or infection among 
the cattle and in taking such steps as 
are necessary to keep the health of 
their herds clean, but that they don't 
like this “leave it to the last minute” 
policy of treatment is evident from 
the unstinted remarks of reproach 
which they are heaping upon those 
who are responsible for the present 
uncomfortable predicament. The fol- 
lowing resolution, passed at a meeting 
of the executive committee of the 
Medicine Hat Stock Growers’ Assoc- 
tion held on Monday afternoon, is an 
indication of the feelings of the stock- 
men on the subject: 

“That in the opinion of the executive

HOW ELECTIONS ARE 


WON 
Parliment will tnvestigete the 
Threshing Machine—The Thunder. 
OF and the Yukon Scondels 


Ottawa, July 10.—The past week at — 
Ottawa has been uneventful, The end 


of the Yukon charges was not reached 
when parliament voted down Sir 
Hibbert Tupper’s motion asking for a 
judicial enquiry into the Yukon scan- 
dals. The London Times is a great 
force in the world. Tho’ far removed 
from Canadian political influence, it 
is well informed on Yukon matters. 
Miss Flora Shaw, the colonial editor, 
visited the Yukon last year and gave 
the world the results of her inquiry 


unpleasant disclosures made a strong 
impression in England at the time. 
Now that the government has refused 
further inver‘'gation the Times re- 
turns to the subject—saying that the 
Canadian government has made “a 
rather serious mistake.” The Times 
goes on to declare that the facts stat- 
ed by its own special writer ‘were 
sufficient to prove that the adminis- 


tration was surprisingly bad and that | 


a searching investigation by compe- 
tent and impartial commissioners was 
required.” It holds that Mr. Ogilvie 
has fot the judicial qualifications for 
this work. In conclusion the Times 
affirms that “the government would 
heave been better advised had they 
shown a deeper sense of the serlous 
character of the charge and the neces- 
sity of meeting it.” 


The Times in Pariiament 


All this has become a part of the 
record of parliament, for Mr. Davin 
read in the house on Friday the 
the Times appeared to be well in- 
the course adopted by parliament had 
cast discredit on the government not 
only in Canada, but in the mother 
country, and in all countries where 
the London Times is read. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier and Mr. Sifton replied 
that the Times was not well inform- 
ed, and contended that the govern- 
ment was doing all that was ncessary 
in the way of investigation. The 
premier recalled the fact that the 
Times was mistaken once when it 
made charges against Parnell,

Sir Charles Tupper observed that 
the Times appeared to be well in- 
formed and had summed up the case 
exactly. The government had invit- 
ed charges and wad got them. By 
refusing investigation the ministers 
pleaded guilty to the indictment. Sir 
Charles turned against the permier 
Sir Wilfrid’s reference to Parnell, It 
was true, he said, that the imes was 
wrong about the Irish leader, but Par- 
nell id not shirk a judicial enquiry. 
He courted it. Why? Because he 
knew he was not guilty. He could 
afford to challenge inquiry and stand 
by his challenge. If the Canadian 
ministers were in that position we 
should have had a commission of 
judges long ago. Having refused 
such an enquiry they will be held to 
be guilty of everything that has been 
charged against them. 


A Bye Election Enquiry 


It is not more than once in a par- 
liament that the house of commons 
exercises its right to summon any 
one to appear at the bar. This was 
done on Friday of this week when the 
clerk of the crown in chancery was 
asked to attend. Mr. Chapleau was 
not accused of wrongdoing but was 
asked to appear with the record of 
the bye elections in West Huron and 
Brockville, the first of which took 
place in February and the other in 
April of this year. Both constituen- 
cies returned government supporters, 
and Mr. Comstock of Brickville who 
was elected after the house met, and 
captured a seat from the Conserva- 
tives, received an ovation from his 
party when he made his first appear- 
ance in the hoise.

Another man 
gathered 2,800 bushels of corn from 35 
acres of irrigated ground, and ore 
mall patch of five acree produced 525 
bushels. The first was an average of 
$0 bushels to the acre, the latter 106. 
It is customary to cut irrigation 
alfalfa four times, and the average 
crop is about two tons to the acre. 
These figures are about 40 per sent 
better than farmers can 46 withou 
irrigation on the best lands in Neb- 
raske. As a matter of fact, irrigation 
brings farming almost to an exact 
ecience and makes it as certain and 
reliable as banking. « It is possible to 
estimate almost exactly what the 
results will be.
